I am'to request you to arrange with Hr Gibbes 

for adding some additional acres of heavil^/ wooded land to 

/ 

the reserves, and for their inspection by Mr Ridley before 
the step is finally taken, as the Government would be glad 
of his advice.

The staff charged with the duty of inspecting, 


felling and removal of the timber in Crown land outside 


the reserves, and of protecting the timber in those Crown 


lands should he separate.
